We are not aware that a similar pro- 


vision exists in the statutes of any oth 
er state, and it seems to have been 
framed with an express view of pre- 
venting any tribunal from assuming to 
decide a majority candidate elected. 
The following provision is made for 
filling a vacancy occurring in] the elec- 
toral college: 


"If there should be any vacancy in 


the office of an elector, occasioned by 
death, refusal to act, aeglect to attend 
or otherwise, the electors present shall 
immediately proceed to fill, by viva voce 
and plurality of votes, such vacancy in 
th* electoral college." 


The provision i» much broader than 


iu most of the states, ann the two sec- 
tions constructed together show, first, 
that under the laws of Oregon if the 
election of Watts was void there was a 
vacancy ; and, second, that the other 
members of the electoral college, duly 
elected, were empowered to fill the va- 
cancy.— fnd. Journal.

thorities arrive, you and I will quietly 
submit, and I have sufficient respect 
and confidence in the great majority of 
the opposite party, to believe that they 
will do the same.

barley, or oats, or any other gram, had 
uot entered the mind of man. To-day 
they are tbe best wheat producing section 
of the world. Twenty-five years ago the 
eyes of Uie world were turned towards 
California to see tbe stream of yellow gold 
that was then flowing out of the Golden 
Gate in payment for breadstutfi that were 
then coming in in return 
To-day the 


thing is entirely reversed. Notwithstand- 
ing we are still among the largest produc- 
ers of that gold, we are at the same time 
producing and shipping out of the same 
Golden Gate a larger amount of golden 
wheat than la produced and shipped from 
any other State in the Union, and m re- 
turn for it we are shipping in the very 
gold that our mines have produced, but 
it comes in the shape of English sover 
eign<i 


The fact to, 20 years ago nobody ex- 


pected acything of California but the pro- 
duct of her minus and the pioneers will 
tell Jc u that they had not the remotest 
Idea of remaining there for years after 
their arrival; what they were looking for 
was their "pile of dust" wherewith to re- 
turn east, and invest and enjoy it. And 
what hag been done in California tc give it 
its present reputation, does not date back 
further than twelve years; Lol how tbe 
icene has changed! California is now 
recognized u the state par excellent for 
all kinda of agricultural products, fruits 
and flotfers, to say nothing of its reputa- 
tion M a sanitarium; but her mining pro- 
ductions hare almost ceased to be a matter 
of interest. 


Nevada having superseded her in that 


line, certainly the grounds for predicting 
a great future for Texas are quite as good 
as they were for California twelve years 
ago in the same direction.
